Size of Staff and Training 


The Ministry employs about 80 people at present, and an eventual 
ataf? of 300, including those at consular posts, is plannsd. 

The setting up of the Ministry has proceeded slowly because of 
the Lack of acceptable personnel. Special courses are held at 
the German Administrative Agademy (DYA}) at Forat~-Zinna to train 
prospective staff menbers and candidates for consular posts. 

tre Pirst such course lasted from 12 September 1949 to 30 January 
1950, and a second course of five months" duration was scheduled 
to begin ln March 1950. Seventeen SED members made up the first 
Clasa (all but ons, a one-time SPD man, were former KP members) 
and Ll later found Jobs in the Ministry of FPorelen Affairs. 

Por the second course, the class of 50 will be made uc of members 
of all parties, but the Central Secrotariat of the SED will paas 
on the admission of each student, 
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Offic f_the Minister - liintster Georg Dertinger rarely appears 


an Gig orfices and, although he took office in October 1949, he 
first addressed his assembled steff in February 1950, on the 
eceasion of the election of the leadere of the trade union croup 
of the Hinistry. He spoke for twenty minutes, extolling the 
virtuea of the National Front and boasting of his own role in 
purging the GDU. 


Until his arreat, Bernhard MNutiur, veteran of the German Foreign 
Office, wee peresonel Referent to Dertinger and aleo chief of 

the Legal Branch. Because of his experience in Foreign Affairs 
and Protocol, Mutiue had his hand in most matters involving 
relations with foreign countrier, wor’ing of diplomatic 
sorrespondense, and so on, and Dertinger appeared to rely 
heavily on hig advice. Nutius' successor as personnal Referent 
and chief of the Leral Branch is Dr. jur. Reintanz, ebout whom 
Little ie yet known. 


Dertinger's personal secretary is Frau Zinsser, GDOU member and 
wife of the same Zinsser who heads the General Adminietration 
Brench. Frau Zingser comes from Preaden. A Frl. Zimmermann was 
algo a secretary in Dertinger’s office, but she was arrested 
with i.utiue. 


Office of the State Seereta:-y - State Secretary Anton Ackermann, who 
eonducts moet of the deteiled businees of the Ministry, strives 

to keep on good and intimate terms with Minister Dertinger, 
Ackermann is intelligent, but a poor administrator and permits 
himself to get bogreed down in so much petty detail that he is 

not able to control the Ministry as well as he should. His 
political duties also take up much of his time. 


Personal Referent to Ackermann is Ginther Kohrt. Born in 1912, 
Kohrt gre: uo in the Socialist Youth movement and worked in 
dllegel Communist cells from 1933 to 1945. He Joined the KP in 
1945 and later became assistant to ‘Jildangel, an official of 
the Central Education Office. Korth attended the DVA course at 
Forst-Zinna beginning in September 1949 and then joined 
Aokermann, Korth is intelligent and a strict follower of the 
party line. 


Ackermann’s secretary is Frau Gatz, an SED member. 


A Code Section is being, set up under Ackermann. 30 far it has 
three on ite steff, of whom tro are Sudeten German communiete, 
need Neubauer end Nosty. Both attended a course at Forest~ 
Zinna cnd are coneidered fanatical SED members. For security 
reasons, thie Section is usually not mentioned on the orgeniza- 
tional plan. 


Geor" Dertinger, born in Berlin, 24 December 1902. After service 
in orld Var I, Dertinger became a journalist and war Berlin 
correspondent for many papers affiliated with the Deuterchnetionale 
Partei. Under the Nazis he edited the netionsliertic Dienstag Ltd. 
neva and frature amency. He is well known for o series of 
violently Nazi end anti-bolehevistic lead articles he rote before 
end during World War II for the Neu:.3 Wiener Tageblett. One of 
the founders of the ODU in the Soviet Zone after ‘lorld ‘Yar IT, 
Dertinger became ite Secretary General in 1946. After he helped 
remove Jekob Kelser fron the party, he became a CDU representa- 
tive in the Volkskongreas end an official of the DIK. In 1948 > 
he went to Morecov with a Volksrat delegstion. Dertinger has 

been a lerder in purging the Soviet Zone CDU of elements who 

could not be relied upon to carry out Soviet policy.
